AMBITIOUS plans to turn the 
medieval heart of the town into a 
theatrical backdrop have been put 
forward by a local businessman. 

Chris Maclean, who runs the Railway Hotel 
in Preston Street, wants to stage traditional 
mystery plays which explore Biblical themes 
at different locations throughout the town. 

He has put his idea to Faversham councillors 
to gauge the level of support for the idea, 
which would be unlike anything attempted 
elsewhere in Kent. 

One town which has tried something similar 
is Stratford-upon-Avon - the birthplace of 
Shakespeare - where the productions bring in 
thousands of visitors. 

Other outdoor plays have been staged in the 
streets of Chester, Wakefield and York. 

Mr Maclean emphasised his idea was still in 
the early stages and would need the backing of 
all sections of the community. But he said the 
benefits to the town’s economy would be enor¬ 
mous. 

“Faversham is an ideal location for such a 
production,” he said. “I don’t think anywhere 
in Kent could equal it. We have one of the best 
medieval town centres in the country and this 
would be a way of attracting more visitors and 
giving them the chance to enjoy it.” 

Mystery plays are a traditional form of the¬ 
atre which date back to the Middle Ages. 

They explore stories from the Bible, either 
the Old or New Testaments or a combination 
of both. 

Instead of being staged in a theatre they are

Mavericks test our mettle

AMERICAN football came 
to Faversham at the week¬ 
end when the East Kent 
Mavericks played their sec¬ 
ond game of the season - 
and won 21-0. 

The recreation ground was marked 
out for ‘grid iron’ so the Mavericks 
could take on the Essex Spartans and 
their youth team could tackle the 
Famham Knights. 

The adult outfit is one of the South 
East’s newest teams, starting just 
three years ago. 

They’ve since managed to make it 
into division two of the British 
American Football League and last 
season narrowly missed out on promo¬ 
tion. The youth team was formed a 
year ago and is playing its first full 
season this year. 

East Kent Mavericks have several 
Swale lads in the ranks, including 
Faversham rugby players Dave 
Jenkinson and Luke Garnham, as 


well as six local players on the youth 
team including Marcus Dukes and 
Martin Jenkinson. 

The adult team also benefits from 
the defence tactics of Great British 
American football player Dudley Ross. 

Graeme Tuff of Swale council said: 
“We are happy to welcome the East 
Kent Mavericks to the borough. 

“We thought this would be a great 
opportunity to bring a different sport 


to the area and offer residents the 
chance to experience the game. We are 
hoping this will encourage new gener¬ 
ations to get involved in sport.” 

Glenn Lindley, East Kent 
Mavericks’ chairman, said: “We are 
encouraging fans to get involved. 

“Anyone who is interested in the 
sport or just wants to see what it’s all 
about is more than welcome to come 
along.”

$ Canterbury 
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Atom test veteran dies 
before claims decision 



TESTING TIMES: Thousands of British servicemen - including Herbert Tomlin - witnessed nuclear blasts in the Pacific

A NUCLEAR test veteran who 
campaigned for compensation from 
the Government has died before 
learning whether claims can go 
ahead. 

Former Royal Marine Herbert Tomlin, who 
lived in Sherwood Close, Faversham, was con¬ 
vinced his ill health was caused by exposure to 
radiation during the 1950s when he was sta¬ 
tioned in the Pacific. 

He was one of a group who was trying to 
obtain compensation from the Ministry of 
Defence. The High Court is set to rule soon on 
whether claims can go ahead. 

Mr Tomlin’s family have asked for a post¬ 
mortem examination to be carried out in order 
to back up the veterans’ case for damages. 

In 1976 he was diagnosed with pulmonary 
fibrosis, a severe lung disease. 

Many hydrogen bombs were tested in the 
South Pacific in the 1950s and 1960s and about 
12,000 servicemen and 1,000 civilians are 
thought to have witnessed the explosions car¬ 
ried out by the British and US governments off 
Christmas Island. 

According to the campaigners thousands of 
those involved have since developed cancer and 
many more have suffered other health prob¬ 
lems or had children with genetic abnormali¬ 
ties. This is detailed in a writ issued by London- 
based Rosenblatt Solicitors. 

Before his death, Mr Tomlin spoke to the BBC 


about his experiences while in the forces. 

He said: “I took it in my stride at the time, but 
I was a bit suspect with regards to the amount 
of protection we had, which was virtually nil.” 

He said he was stationed on Christmas 
Island for a year from 1958 to 1959 and was 
given cotton gloves and balaclava to wear dur¬ 
ing atomic and hydrogen bomb explosions. 

“I was very surprised with the heat of the first 
bomb - it felt as if an electric fire was being 
moved across my back,” he said. 


When he asked a science officer whether it 
would be a problem, he was told “you'll know in 
40 years’ time”. 

After the event he suffered chronic lung dis¬ 
ease and was also concerned that his two sons’ 
asthma and his wife’s problems during preg¬ 
nancy may have been caused by radiation. 

Many veterans claim they have suffered ill 
health as a result of radiation exposure and 
that in many cases their children and grand¬ 
children have also been affected. 


Drunken car raid 
leads to court 

WOULD-BE car thief Matthew Lewis 
used so much force to get into a vehicle 
he alomost wrenched the door off. 

Lewis, 42, of Deerton Street, near 
Teynham, was drunk when he was 
asked to act as lookout for a fellow crook. 
His accomplice targeted a car at the 
Memorial Hospital, Sittingboume. 

As they attempted to force their way into 
the vehicle using a crowbar they were 
challenged and ran off. 

David Applin, prosecuting at 
Sittingboume magistrates’ court, said 
Lewis, an alcoholic, remembered being 
asked to act as look out. He was picked 
up shortly after. 

Debbie Pizzey, defending, said her client 
needed help. He had been drinking heav¬ 
ily since he was 20. 

He admitted attempting to break into 
the car. Lewis was given a 120-day sen¬ 
tence, suspended for 18 months, plus 18 
months’ supervision to include alcohol 
treatment. He was ordered to pay £100 
compensation. 

Flaming nuisance 

A TEYNHAM man has been fined £200 
after throwing cigarette end into a 
church yard. 

Tim Alexander, 50, of The Crescent, 
threw a butt over the wall in 
Sittingboume High Street in October. 

He was seen by a street warden, who 
issued a fixed penalty notice. Alexander 
failed to pay the fine and was issued 
with a summons for littering. He sent a 
written plea of guilty to magistrates. 

The fixed penalty notice would have cost 
Alexander £80, reduced to £60 if paid 
within seven days. 

But as he failed to pay this fine and was 
taken to court he now has to pay a fine of 
£83, a £15 victim surcharge and £100 in 
costs.

held outdoors or in a large building. 

Instead of a seated audience, 
spectators follow the actors to loca¬ 
tions where the action is per¬ 
formed. 

Mr Maclean said: “Such a produc¬ 
tion would see much of the town 
centre turned into a giant outdoor 
theatre. I could see the play being 
performed in a number of parts - 
perhaps certain local community 
groups could tackle relevant sto¬ 
ries. 

“Maybe the boatbuilders could 
act out the story of Noah, or brew¬ 
ery workers the turning of water 
into wine. 

“We would need to get many 
groups involved - the Scouts, the 
Women’s Guild and of course the 
local drama groups. 

“There is a wealth of talent in the 
area in the form of performers and 
designers - and there is also a 
thriving church community.” 

Mr Maclean is waiting for a 
response to his proposals from 
town and borough councillors. 

“I am very enthusiastic about 
this,” he said. “Such an event, held 
every five or so years, would really 
be a way of putting Faversham on 
the map.” 


HEALTH chief have acted to allay 
fears over the future of Faversham 
Cottage Hospital. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent 
Primary Care Trust reaffirmed its 
commitment to the facility at a pub¬ 
lic meeting in the Alexander Centre. 

After a street survey questioning 
Faversham residents how they use 
the hospital and what they would 
like to see offered, the trust made a 
commitment to continue the minor 
injuries unit service until early July 
when an extended service at the hos¬ 
pital with dedicated, specially 
trained nurses will begin. 

In recent months residents had 
feared the cottage hospital would be 
closed because of a lack of trained 
staff. 

The trust also said that it would 
raise awareness of all the services 
and improve street signs to ensure 
residents didn’t make unnecessaiy 
journeys to other health centres. 



A spokesman said: “Having an x- 
ray facility at the hospital was high 
on everybody’s wish list, so an exer¬ 
cise to see whether a mobile unit 
could be located on the site will 
begin.” 

“Hugh Robertson MP and League 
of Friends chairman David Simmons 
thanked the trust for taking the time 
to listen to residents and making the 
commitment to offer more opportuni¬ 
ties for them to have a say.”

licence for the promises should be revoked. 

“The justification for this is summarised 
by a disregard for the law, a disregard for 
the advice given by police, multiple 
offences being detected by police, and a 
need to protect the young people of Heme 
Bay from the consequences of alcohol 
being easily available.” 

Yet Mr Prakasan says he believes his 
store is being named by youngsters even 
though he is not responsible. 

He explained that his shop staff always 
ask for ID before selling alcohol. 

He said: “We never sell to underage peo¬ 
ple. I think people are passing our name 
around but we always ask people for ID.” 

This year police mounted Operation 
Disband, designed to catch youths and dis¬ 
cover where they had bought their booze. 

On Friday, February 13, plain clothes 
officers watching Heme Bay Stores spot¬ 
ted a series of youths going in and out of 
the shop. 

Any suspected of buying alcohol were 
tracked and stopped by uniformed police. 

One 15-year-old boy, stopped with eight 
cans of lager, said he was refused a receipt 
by the shopkeeper. 

Following the operation police seized 
CCTV footage as well as the refusals book 
- a record of anyone who has been refused 
alcohol. 

The licensing review hearing will go 
before the licensing committee on Tuesday, 

May 5.

ALLEGED sales of cigarettes 
and alcohol to underage youths 
could cost a Herne Bay 
newsagents its licence after 
police called for a review this 
week. 

Officers began investigating Herne Bay 
Stores, mn by Valsamma Prakasan, on the 
High Street. 

Police say the investigation was 
launched after neighbours and concerned 
parents reported the shop repeatedly sold 
booze to under-18s. 

One parent signed a witness statement 
saying her 12-year-old son had come home 
so drunk he was incapable of talking prop¬ 
erly. 

When he was questioned the next day he 
claimed a 14-year-old school friend had 
bought cider for him from Heme Bay 
Stores. 

Police now believe they have enough evi¬ 
dence to show the licensing committee 
that Herne Bay Stores should be banned 
from selling alcohol altogether. 

In a report to the committee, Supt John 
Molloy of Kent Police said: “The police 
regard the breaches of the licensing act 
shown in this case to be so serious that the

£2,000 trade-in 

'could hit cheap 

car market' 


SECONDHAND car dealers say 
the chancellor’s plan to offer a 
£2,000 discount to people buying 
new cars could result in a short¬ 
age of cheap motors. 

In a scheme outlined in last week’s budget, 
motorists buying new cars will get a £2,000 
discount by trading in vehicles more than 10 
years old. 

Second-hand car salesmen from across the 
district say they are not worried by the 
threat to the used car industry itself, despite 
critics claiming a similar scheme in 
Germany decimated the pre-owned market. 

Yet they warn that car buyers in the mar¬ 
ket for a cheap runaround might be out of 
luck. 

Ken Bachelor of Chilham Sports Cars 
based on Ashford Road, Chilham, said: “We 
are still selling cars. In fact one of the prob¬ 
lems we are having is getting enough second¬ 
hand stock - the right cars are still selling. 

“But the ones that are selling are the 
cheaper cars and learner type models, 
around the two or three grand mark.” 


It is this kind of vehicle that dealers say 
may become harder to find. 

Manager of Canterbury Car centre John 
Kitney said: “My understanding is they will 
be scrapping the cars, which will do the envi¬ 
ronment a bit of good, but many people can 
only afford to spend one or two grand on a car 
at the moment, and this will mean there are 
less of them about. 

“I imagine it will have an effect on the two- 
or three-year-old market - the cars that have 
been driven from new. I expect you will see 
the price of those cars fall dramatically; 
that’s the effect I think we’ll see.” 

Other dealers we spoke to agreed that only 
the nearly-new market would suffer as a 
result of the scheme, but others doubted it 
would affect the industry at all. 

Mr Bachelor said: ‘You lose at least £2,000 
on a new car when you drive it off the fore¬ 
court, so it’s not going to persuade people to 
buy a new car instead of a second-hand one. 

“What it will do is encourage people who 
were going to buy a new car anyway, and 
push them into it a bit quicker. In some ways 
it will kick-start the new car industry a bit.” 


Your help needed for compost scheme 


WHITSTABLE needs you - to help build a 
composter for the volunteer centre. 
Members of the British Trust for 
Conservation Volunteers compost advisory 
group, together with the environmental 
group Transition Town Whitstable, are 
teaming up this Saturday to build a com¬ 
poster behind St Mary’s Hall - and they 
need your help. 

This new venture will show members of 
the community how to do their composting 
and also reduce the amount of rubbish 
going to landfill from St Mary’s 
Community Cafe and other rooms in the 
centre. 

Whitstable volunteer centre provides a 


number of services to the local community 
including a volunteer car scheme for elder¬ 
ly and disabled people and a gardening 
service. 

It also provides a health information 
service at the Whitstable health centre as 
well as a second-hand charity book shop. 
All its services are staffed by volunteers. 

It also recruits and places volunteers 
with third-sector organisations and also 
provides information and advice. 

The composter will be constructed from 
re-used pallets at the town garden behind 
St Mary’s Hall, Oxford Street, Whitstable. 

Building will start at 12am on Saturday, 
May 2 - all are welcome to help. 



Big plans for summer fete 

ORGANISERS of the Blean summer fete are 
hoping to repeat the success of last year with 
an event including everything from a dog 
show to sumo wrestling. 

The fete is organised by a team from Blean 
Pre-School, who have put together a huge 
number of attractions, including bungee 
trampolines, a bouncy castle, face painting, a 
boot fair, tombolas, raffles and bric-a-brac 
stalls. 

Music will be provided by a jazz band, and 
to keep visitors refreshed there will be a bar¬ 
becue and a beer tent. 

The fete will also celebrate the opening of 
Keir’s Field Nature Reserve near the village. 

Clare Boarman, of Blean Pre-School said: 
“Last year locals agreed that it was the best 
summer fete Blean had seen in many years.” 

Blean Village Fete is on Saturday, July 11 
at Blean Memorial Field, School Lane, Blean, 
near Canterbury between noon and 4pm. 


Park and ride concession 

CONCESSIONARY bus pass holders can 
continue to use park and ride free as foot pas¬ 
sengers after Canterbury council decided not 
to start charging. 

A change in concessionary travel rules by 
the Department of Transport meant that 
from April 1 the council could have started 
charging bus pass holders for using the park 
and ride buses as a foot passenger. 

More than 120,000 free journeys are taken 
by pass holders as foot passengers on park 
and ride buses each year, and the council had 
received calls from people concerned that 
this service would be withdrawn. However, 
the council has no plans to do this.

Foreign trackers Mamed 
for UK's porous borders

THE true scale of Britain’s lax bor¬ 
der security has been revealed 
after shocking new figures showed 
that nine out of ten truckers bring¬ 
ing illegal immigrants into the 
country are foreign. 

The UK Borders Agency admitted that of all 
the lorry drivers bringing in desperate migrants 
into the UK, 90 per cent were overseas drivers. 

The figures, revealed following a Freedom of 
Information request, showed 1,571 foreign 
truckers were fined an estimated £2 million 
last year after clandestine migrants were 
found hiding in the back of their trucks. 

In comparison, only 195 British hauliers 
were caught with stowaways and were fined 
some £300,000 

British drivers have accused their foreign 
counterparts of risking £2,000 fines per 
migrant found because they know they will 
not have to pay them. 

The statistics only show what was collected 
by the agency, not the total amount of fines 
issued, meaning there is still more than 
£lmillion owed in fines by foreign truckers. 

Shadow immigration minister Damian 
Green said the foreign truckers were “abusing” 
UK laws and that a crackdown was needed. 

The Tory MP for Ashford said the £2,000 
fines were not deterring foreign drivers, 
adding: “Clearly many are abusing our immi¬ 
gration laws and they should be punished 
effectively when they are found to be carrying 
migrants on board their lorries. 

“This is why the Conservatives continue to 
call for a dedicated and specialist border police 
force.”

Trucker Mervyn Osgood, 54, from 
Maidstone, said: “It’s an absolute farce - we 
always see the foreign drivers talking to the 
migrants in Calais. 

“These figures don’t surprise me at all.” 

He said foreign truckers caught with illegals 
on board simply ignored the fines handed to 
them - sometimes not even telling their boss¬ 
es they had been caught. 

He added: “They know they can get away 
with it because they don’t seem to get prose¬ 
cuted, so to them it’s worth the risk. 

“They get £1,500 from each illegal, so if they 
get four on they pocket around £6,000. 

“Then they just unload their cargoes and 
head back to their countries. 

“We can’t do that because we live here and 
we take our jobs seriously.” 

The true extent of illegal migration is likely 
to be much bigger than the figures reveal. 

The UK Border Agency admitted the stats 
do not reflect the fact that the 1,571 foreign 


lorry drivers may have brought in up to ten 
migrants or more a time. 

A spokesman for the agency said: “These fig¬ 
ures don’t reflect the actual figure because 
there are often more than one clandestine 
found per vehicle.” 

The spokesman said that last year a total of 
28,000 migrants was caught trying to sneak 
into Britain on board lorries crossing the 
Channel by ferry. 

The stats also revealed the foreign truckers 
were fined a further £811,507 for working in 
Britain without the necessary haulage per¬ 
mits. 

Peter Cullum, head of international affairs 
at the Road Hauliers Association of Great 
Britain, said British drivers were doing their 
best to avoid migrant hot-spots across the 
Channel. 

He said: ‘We know most of the drivers com¬ 
ing across with migrants on board are foreign. 

“It’s very few of our guys.” 


Desperate migrant 
clung to Eurostar 
train at 186 mph 

AN ILLEGAL immigrant clung to the roof 
of a Eurostar as it hit a top speed of 186mph 
travelling through Kent, it has emerged. 

The desperate migrant is thought to have 
jumped on to the train from an overhead 
bridge as it slowed before entering the 
Channel Tunnel near Calais. 

He then clung to the roof for the 45-minute 
journey through the tunnel before the train 
reached Kent and hurtled towards London - 
with the man somehow holding on. 

The migrant was only spotted at 
Ebbsfleet International Station, near 
Dartford, as he tried to slip down inbetween 
two carriages to make an escape. 

The bid has highlighted how desperate the 
estimated 1,300 immigrants living around 
Calais have become to get into the UK. 

Jumped 

Michael Whelan, 38, a passenger on the 
Brussels to London service on Thursday, 
told a national newspaper: “I spoke to the 
train captain at Ebbsfleet and he told me 
the train slowed as it approached the tun¬ 
nel at Calais so he thought the man proba¬ 
bly jumped on to the roof there from an 
overhead bridge. 

“I don’t know how long he was on the roof, 
but one of the Eurostar workers spotted 
him on it at Ebbsfleet and then he hid in 
the gap between the carriages.” 

The man, thought to be of Indian descent 
and in his early 20s, was arrested by officers 
from the British Transport Police before 
being handed over to the UK Border Agency, 
which gave him a medical examination. 

Passengers were delayed as sniffer dogs 
were brought in to search for further immi¬ 
grants, but the man had carried out his 
death-defying stunt alone. 

A Eurostar spokesman said: “A man 
believed to be an illegal immigrant was on 
one of the train carriages. He was removed 
and detained by British Transport Police. 
We can’t comment on how he got there, but 
the train would have reached speeds up to 
186mph between the tunnel and Ebbsfleet.”

benefiting from a reduction in food miles and is at its very 
best within hours of being picked. Meanwhile, next 
Saturday, May 2, the Penshurst farmers' market will be 
celebrating its arrival with an Asparagus Festival. 

It will showcase locally-grown asparagus, while local 
farmer Michael Bourne will be on hand to showcase the 
best way to cook and grow asparagus. 

Alison Shamash, the Asparagus Festival organiser, said: 
"English asparagus is always popular with visitors to the 
market. It has only a short six-week season, and it needs 
to be as fresh as possible, so local is definitely best. 
"Asparagus contains high levels of vitamin A, folic acid 
and dietary fibre, which all play an important role in fight¬ 
ing cancer. 

"It is also rich in soluble fibre, which has a protective 
effect against degenerative heart diseases. There are 
fewer than four calories per spear, and it is very low in 
cholesterol and has no fat. And because it's so local, it's 
very low in food miles, too."

The meeting is open to all parents, but 
will be of particular interest to those with 
children in year five who will be sitting 
the Kent Test in September and transfer¬ 
ring to secondaiy school in 2010. 

Areas covered include an outline of how 
the system works and the benefits of tak¬ 
ing the examination. 


NEW funding was announced in 
the Budget for all 16 and 17 year 
olds to stay in education or train¬ 
ing if they want to. 

The Government has allocated an extra 
£655 million for training and education proj¬ 
ects in a bid to avoid young people leaving 
school and struggling to find jobs during the 
recession. 

Ministers say this additional money will 
help tackle youth unemployment and ensure 
continued investment in skills throughout the 
economic downturn. 

The announcement was intended to reas¬ 
sure school and college leaders who were con¬ 
cerned that their financial allocations would 
not fund the recent unanticipated surge in the 
number of young people wanting to continue 
learning. 

It is also intended to make sure a place in 
education and training for every 16 and 17- 
year-old who wants one is available. 

There will be additional investment of 
£25 lm in 2009-10 and £404m in 2010-11 to

allow 54,400 more young people to take up a 
guaranteed place at school or college or with a 
training provider in 2009 and 2010. 

It will take the total number of young people 
able to take a place of their choice to a record 


level of more than 1,550,000. 

This is the highest number of post-16 learn¬ 
ers ever. In addition, a further £80m will be 
prioritised from the Department for Children, 
Schools and Families capital budgets over the 
next two years to support college capital proj¬ 
ects which benefit 16 to 19-year-olds. 

Secretary of State for Children, Schools and 
Families, Ed Balls, said: “The announcement 
guarantees young people that their sixth form, 
college or training place will be protected and 
paid for by the Government. 

“This means 54,400 more young people will 
be able to study or train, more than we had 
planned for last year. 

“Encouraging young people to stay on in 
education or training is vital to ensure we are 
well placed for economic recovery. 

“We have already announced funding for 
17,500 extra apprenticeships for young people 
so the new funding announced here will mean 
72,000 more young people will have an educa¬ 
tion and training place this year. 

“As well as giving schools and colleges the 
reassurance that the growth they have 
already seen this year will be funded, this 
announcement means that we can ensure that 
young people not in education, employment or 
training get new opportunities to learn.”

STEREOTYPES are a wonderful 
thing.

Whole nations can be referred to in a way 
which either acknowledges their strengths or, 
more often than not, underlines our own 
latent xenophobia. 

Religious followers can find themselves all 
lumped together in a gloriously unfair descrip¬ 
tion. And, however good you are in business, 
your position or occupation will mean most of 
us have some preconceived notions about you 
before you have uttered a word. 

All opinions we form by stereotype rather 
than experience. And we all fall victim to the 
sweeping generalisations - some more than 
others - and always to varying degrees. 

The vast majority are unfair. After all, most 
of them are just plain mean. But not all. Oh 
no. Some stereotypes are just plain fact. And 
when you see the persons to which they refer 


you will go away thinking ‘cripes, they really 
WERE just like people warned me’. 

The perfect example of this is the Trekkie. 
The die-hard Star Trek fan, who will immedi¬ 
ately tell you they are actually a ‘Trekker’. And 
with a new movie hitting the big screens this 
month they were out in force in London last 
week to cheer on their heroes at the premiere. 

Now the stereotype would be of geeky-look- 
ing people - a cunning blend of still-living- 
with-your-parents-haircuts, acne, home-made 
props, stick-on Spock ears and life-long diffi¬ 
culty relating to the opposite sex. 

And, sure enough, the gaggle of Spock-ear 
wearing, bad hair, awkward looking folk stood 
outside whatever cinema it was at Leicester 
Square proved there was a reason stereotypes 
are something not worth entirely dismissing. 

Star Trek is a bizarre obsession for many but 
has all the key ingredients to generate the 
form of super fandom which takes people 
down the dubious path of obsession; its science 
fiction (which always attracts the fanatic), 


there have been outings on the big and small 
screen, spin-offs a-plenty, and enough mer¬ 
chandise to fill a small country. 

But surely it has become such a joke to be a 
Trekkie that you’d think the real hardcore 
would realise people were laughing at - and 
crucially not with - them. You’d think they 
would make an effort to prove being a Star 
Trek fan didn’t mean having a life-long aver¬ 
sion to basic levels of hygiene and even a nod¬ 
ding acquaintance with fashion. You’d think 
they’d want to smash the stereotype. 

The only conclusion I can draw from this is 
that they actually enjoy the sense of belonging 
fulfilling the Trekkie stereotype brings with it. 

And, after all, where would be the fun if they 
shattered that particular stereotype? 

Beam me up, Scotty.

French fishermen 
should pay for strike 

Kent County Council are quite right 
with their campaign to try and get 
compensation from the French over 
the ferry blockade. 

Every time there is a problem 
across the Channel we in Kent have 
to suffer.

10cc are not in love, they're just on a 94-date tour 


FOR nearly 40 years, lOcc 
has been entertaining audi¬ 
ences all over the world 
with its music. 

The band became a real chart force 
during the 70s, releasing hits that 
still receive frequent airplay today, 
such as Dreadlock Holiday and the 
perennial favourite I’m Not In Love. 
Thanks to the enduring popularity of 
their songs and the ready availabili¬ 
ty of their music on the internet, lOcc 
is continuing to win new fans and 
has never really been off the road. 

Frontman Graham Gouldman is a 
gifted songwriter who developed a 
love of music when he was just a 
small child. Just as he was beginning 
to listen to the radio, the airwaves 
were carrying the new sounds of skif¬ 
fle and rock ‘n’ roll and Gouldman 
still feels the influence of artists like 
the Beatles today. 

He played in a number of bands in 
the Manchester area from the early 
60s onwards and wrote his first top 
10 hit, For Your Love, at the age of 
just 19. However, he did not get to 
step into the limelight just yet - the

song was actually recorded by the 
Yardbirds. At that time Gouldman 
was a member of the Mockingbirds, 
which had landed a regular spot as a 
warm-up act for Top of the Pops. So 
Gouldman had to stand by and 
watch the audience go wild for the 
Yardbirds when they came on to sing 
his song. 

By the time he formed lOcc in 1970 
with singer-guitarist Eric Stewart 
and multi-instrumentalists Kevin 
Godley and Lol Creme, Gouldman 
had also written hits for the Hollies, 
Herman’s Hermits and Jeff Beck. 
The band started out as a session 
group called Hotlegs and enjoyed a 
surprise hit with Neanderthal Man, 
before signing to Jonathan King’s 
UK Records label and changing their 
name to lOcc, inspired by a male bod¬ 
ily function. 

The follow-up, Rubber Bullets, 
topped the chart and really launched 
lOcc as a pop force to be reckoned 


with, though success in the US was 
elusive until 1975 when unconven¬ 
tional ballad I’m Not In Love went to 
number two in the American charts. 

Following the departure of Godley 
and Creme in 1976, Gouldman and 
Stewart carried on as a duo until 
1984. Gouldman then teamed up 
with Andrew Gold to form Wax, their 
most memorable hit being Bridge To 
Your Heart, and lOcc members 
reunited in the early 90s to record 
the album Meanwhile... 

Now the band is in the middle of a 
mammoth 94-date tour, encompass¬ 
ing five countries, and Kent fans will 
have the chance to see them perform 
when they visit the county in May. 
The current line-up, led by 
Gouldman, comprises lead guitarist 
Rick Fenn, drummer Paul Burgess, 
Mick Wilson on percussion and gui¬ 
tar and Mike Stevens on keyboards, 
guitar and saxophone. 

lOcc will be performing at the 
Central Theatre in Chatham on 
Saturday; the Orchard Theatre, 
Dartford, on Friday, May 8, and the 
Assembly Hall Theatre, Tunbridge 
Wells, on Thursday, May 21.

“There’s an audience for female-driven com¬ 
edy and I’m hoping to produce and create 
some more stuff,” the 32-year-old says. 

“It’s fun to play with the boys a little bit in 
Observe And Report though.” 

Observe And Report sees Anna play a 
department store make-up girl who is the 
object of security guard Ronnie’s infatuation. 
Ronnie, a delusional and misguided dreamer 
played by Seth Rogen, spends much of the film 
trying to catch the mall’s elusive pervert. 

At the same time, he tries his best to join the 
police force and woo Brandi, the woman of his 
dreams, who he doesn’t realise is actually a 
rather mean, selfish character. 

“I was really happy, because it’s very rare 
that you come across a character that’s so 
offensive and awful. It’s like taking a bite of a 
juicy apple, but naughty,” Anna says. 

“It’s really fun for me to play a character that 
makes no apologies for herself. She’s definitely 
the worst character I’ve ever played. She’s self¬ 
ish, rude, catty, bitchy, dopey and tacky.” 

But Observe And Report isn’t just your aver-

age Hollywood comedy. Its plot takes humour 
to some pretty dark places and Anna confess¬ 
es she has a few worries about her parents 
watching a particularly drunken love scene 
between Brandi and Ronnie. 

“I told them they needed to drink a bunch of 
wine, at least three bottles, before seeing the 
movie so maybe they would pass out before they 
got to the love making scenarios!” she says. 

However, the tougher scenes were made eas¬ 
ier by her “awesome” co-star Seth Rogen. 

Seth returns the compliment, describing 
Anna’s performance in Observe And Report as 


“the type of performance I don’t think a lot of 
women would do”. 

It’s all a long way from Anna’s roots in Seattle 
where she grew up with “pretty conservative” 
parents. She cut her acting chops on small pro¬ 
ductions before landing a part in the first Scary 
Movie.

Rise in unemployment 
prompts rent warning 

LANDLORDS are being urged to find 
ways to ensure they receive their rent as 
the jobs market is so precarious. 

Property website Smartlandlord.co.uk 
advised those renting out homes to be 
extra cautious after it released figures 
showing an increasing number of unem¬ 
ployed people were renting. 

A year ago only 3.1 per cent of new ten¬ 
ants renting private property were 
unemployed but that figure has risen to 
7.8 per cent. 

Keshav Thukaram, managing director 
of Smartlandlord, said: “With the social 
housing sector ill-equipped to cope with 
the extra demand, private landlords are 
increasingly being called upon to take in 
unemployed people on benefit. 

“There is evidence that some landlords 
are suffering because benefits aren’t 
being paid on time, so landlords taking 
this route must ensure they know their 
rights, and apply to have the rent paid 
directly by the council if they experience 
problems.” 

The numbers of self-employed and 
retired tenants have also risen. Mr 
Thukaram urged landlords to run 
checks on new tenants, but also to 
ensure rents are secure should their ten¬ 
ants’ financial circumstances change. 

Negative equity is back 
but burden is shared 

RESEARCH by the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders shows negative equity - where 
a home is worth less than its mortgage - 
has become an increasing problem 
because of falling house prices. 

However, the group added that two 
thirds of those with negative equity were 
experiencing only “modest shortfalls” of 
ten per cent or less, and the scale of the 
issue needs to be kept in perspective, as 
home-owners still have about £2.1 tril¬ 
lion of unmortgaged housing equity. 

Bob Pannell, the council’s head of 
research, said: “Although negative equity 
has resurfaced as house prices have fall¬ 
en, one big difference from the early 
1990s downturn is that it is less concen¬ 
trated among young, first-time buyers, 
and more evenly spread across wider age 
groups and those at different points on 
the housing ladder.” 

At the bottom of the last housing mar¬ 
ket recession in 1993, 1.5 million house¬ 
holds were in negative equity. 

The council said today’s borrowers 
were following the pattern seen in the 
1990s and choosing to stay put, waiting 
to recover their equity position.

THE Budget for the next financial 
year has come under fire from two 
influential groups for not doing 
enough to help lift the property 
market out of the slump. 

The Association of Residential Letting 
Agents (Aria) attacked Chancellor Alistair 
Darling’s Budget, announced in the Commons 
last week, calling it “wholly unsatisfactory” for 
having failed to give incentives for landlords to 
improve rental housing for a growing number 
of tenants. 

And the National Association of Estate 
Agents (NAEA) said the policies put forward 
were ineffectual and would do nothing to help 
the economy recover. 

It wanted more to be done to encourage first¬ 
time buyers on to the housing ladder to get the 
market going again. 

Ian Potter, operations manager of Aria, said: 
“Alistair Darling had a clear opportunity to 
improve the bottom end of the rental market 
and chose to maintain the status quo for 
Britain’s worse-off tenants. 

Wet again Gordon Brown’s administration 
has wasted an opportunity to improve the 
quality of stock of lettings property by failing 
to incentivise landlords through tax relief on 
labour and materials. 

“Not only would this have helped to stimu¬ 
late the market, particularly in the construc¬ 
tion sector, but it would also have provided the 
greater standards of rented accommodation 
that this country desperately needs. 

“Landlords should be recognised for what 
they bring not only to the housing market but 
to the wider economy and treated as any other 
responsible business.” 

In its Budget submission, Aria also called on 
the Government to introduce capital 
allowances for landlords improving housing 
stock over a certain age. 

A second attack came from the influential 
estate agents’ group who said there was no 
help for those trying to get on the housing lad¬ 
der. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of NAEA, 
said: “The housing market is the engine of the 
UK economy and it is likely that this Budget 
will be remembered as largely ineffectual, 
given the magnitude of the problem. 

“There is very little here for first-time buy¬ 


ers, who need more encouragement to climb on 
to the property ladder which will get every¬ 
thing moving. 

“Mr Darling has used a water pistol to try to 
put out a fire.” 

Mr Bolton King also attacked the extension 
of the £175,000 stamp duty land tax threshold 
as not going far enough to make any signifi¬ 
cant impact 

He said: “Merely extending the stamp duty 
threshold is disappointing. Mr Darling had a 
real opportunity to get rid of this hated tax, 


which is seen by many as a tax on aspiration. 

“Since the threshold was introduced last 
autumn it has helped just one third of first¬ 
time buyers. 

“In this difficult economic time, Mr Darling 
could have seized the opportunity to encour¬ 
age first-time buyers to the market and to 
send a signal of confidence that may have 
reverberated around the economy. 

“Instead he has tried to choose a path to 
please everyone, which I suspect will please no 
one.”

Family workhorse comes 
with thoroughbred appeal 


LOOKING for a family workhorse 
and can’t stand the idea of an 
MPV? Here’s a no-brainer option - 
the Kia Ceed SW. 

It’s a keenly-priced, racy-looking estate version 
of the Korean marque’s stylish, but slightly less 
dynamic, rival to the best-selling Ford Focus. 

A £700 premium over the hatchback also 
brings the same unique seven-year/100,000- 
mile warranty - perhaps even more important 
if you need to work your estate car hard. 

Okay, that fastback styling might not look 
best for ultimate capacity in load lugging, but 
it adds 235mm onto the rear section of the 
hatch version and the tailgate hinges inboard 
to reduce the upswing and outswing - owners 
can stand closer to the car and access the boot 
in tighter spaces. 

Boot and maximum load space with seats up 
is 534 litres - helped by excellent underfloor 
stowage bins - and 1,664 litres with rear seats 
folded, compared with 340 and 1,300 respec¬ 
tively for the hatchback Ceed. This makes the 
SW impressive against estates with more 
conventional looks too such as the Ford Focus

Equally impressive is the 113bhp 1.6-litre 
diesel of our £15,545 LS-spec test car. It is a 
cracking all-rounder for a potentially hard¬ 
working estate car like this and can average 
nearly 60mpg. It is easily the best power option, 
though you can also have a 120bhp 1.6-litre 
petrol, 89bhp 1.6 diesel or 138bhp 2.0 diesel. 

And you can forget about plasticky Korean 
interiors of the past with the intoxicating whiff 
of Airfix modelling glue; the Ceed range has 
been designed to be European and is churned 
out in a state-of-the-art plant in Slovakia with 
the fit, finish and touch of the interior match¬ 
ing Western standards and even includes an 
iPod/MP3 player connection that really does 
work... unlike some. 

However, the Ceed’s ride can be fidgety and 
it feels vague when pushed hard on a winding 
road, though grip is good. 

On the other hand, you should view the Ceed 
SW more as an unbreakable workhorse 
pitched against van-based MPVs and the likes 
of Skoda’s Roomster and Vauxhall’s Meriva, as 
well as Focus-class estates. 

With prices from £12,995, it’s a no-brainer.

A POT of £2.9 million is available through the South East England 
Development Agency (Seeda) for low-carbon initiatives that it 
reckons will help more than 3,000 regional businesses cut costs 
and boost profits. 


Half the money is from the European 
Regional Development Fund, and the 
other half from Seeda, which is setting up 
programmes covering sustainability 
issues and the three Rs - reduction, reuse 
and recycling. 

It’s all part of a wider range of targets, 
including an 89,000-tonne reduction in 
the growth rate of carbon dioxide emis¬ 
sions, a £3.2 million boost to the region’s 
economy and the creation of hundreds of 
jobs. 

Oona Muirhead, Seeda’s executive 
director for skills and sustainable pros¬ 
perity, said: “In these difficult economic 
conditions it’s all the more important that 
we help businesses take advantage of new 
market opportunities in the growing glob¬ 
al green economy. 

“This is good for profit margins and 
employment, as well as for tackling the 
region’s ecological footprint. 

“This latest round of ERDF funding will 
help ensure projects that can contribute to 
a successful, sustainable future for the 
region don’t fall by the wayside.” 

The funding forms part of the - wait for 
it - South East England European 
Regional Development Fund 
Competitiveness Programme 2007-13 
that was approved in December 2007. 

The South East was the first UK region 
to have the programme adopted. 

A key priority will be encouraging tiny 
and slightly larger businesses to work 
together, forming groups that can benefit 
from better access to funding. 

One of the initiatives covers training 
programmes for small and medium-size 
enterprises (SMEs) - and that’s most of 
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the firms in Kent - worth some £3,500 
each if they want to go sustainable. 

This is probably attractive to a lot of 
owners because customers are becoming 
more aware of sustainable and environ¬ 
mental business practices. 

However, they’ll be asked to invest in 
their companies so policies are carried out 
and companies will have to meet eligibili¬ 
ty criteria. 

The funding is in the hands of 
PLATOGB - an offshoot of Southern 
Enterprise Alliance, a private not-for-prof¬ 
it company - and it’s for a two-year busi¬ 
ness and personal development pro¬ 
gramme. 

Programme director Alexandra Massey 
said: “In these lean times, the green issue 
is having more of an impact than ever. 

“If the consumer has the choice, locally- 
sourced products with a neutral carbon 
footprint are winning over something 
that’s been flown in or has a heavy carbon 
footprint. 

“This programme is about helping local 
companies implement a sustainable agen¬ 
da, add a positive contribution to their 
marketing and make a difference to their 
profits.” 

Participants can go along to free induc¬ 
tion seminars to learn more before going 
on the full programme - in Kent they are 
on Thursday, May 21, at Ashford 
International Hotel, from 4.30pm to 6pm, 
and on Tuesday, May 26, at the Holiday 
Inn, Rochester, at the same times.

INJURIES to Kent’s frontline 
bowlers presented a chance for Phil 
Edwards to make his County 
Championship debut this week and 
it’s one the young seamer is hoping 
to build on. 

The 25-year-old, who became the first 
Sheppey-bom cricketer to represent Kent in 
the meantime, made a tidy if not spectacular 
county debut in Kent’s first championship 
game of the season against Northamptonshire 
at St Lawrence. 

With Amjad Khan, Simon Cook and Robbie 
Joseph all out with injuries and Ryan McLaren 
away with the Mumbai Indians in the Indian 
Premier League, skipper Rob Key opted to 
hand Edwards a debut ahead of fellow pace- 
man Warren Lee. 

“It was really unexpected to be honest, I did 
alright last year so it was good to be given a go 
and I really enjoyed it,” Edwards said. “It was¬ 
n’t really too nerve-wracking as I have been 
around the team for the last few weeks during 
pre-season and in the winter, so I was confident

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being around them and making my debut. 

“I think I bowled alright, I spoke to Keysey 
before the game and he wanted me to do a hold¬ 
ing job going at less than three-an-over and 
that’s what I did, so I did my job for him. I was 
quite happy with how I did and was pretty 
unfortunate not to pick up a wicket.” 

With Cook and Joseph expected to be close to 
a comeback this week and Khan and McLaren 
potentially available towards the end of May, 
Edwards, who plays Kent League cricket at 
Sittingboume side Gore Court, is aware he 
needs to grasp the opportunity with both hands. 

He said: “I was pleased to get a go, I know 
there have been a few injuries in the camp so I 
have been given an opportunity and it is up to 
me to take it really. It’s a long season and now 
that I have been given an opportunity I have to 
try and secure my position if I can and it’s up to 
me to grasp it.” 


Edwards is a product of the Kent youth sys¬ 
tem, having progressed from the under-15 side 
to the second XI before he went to Cambridge 
University where he made his First Class 
debut in 2004, followed by a stint with the sec¬ 
ond XI at Sussex. 

A call from Academy director Phil Relf saw 
him return to St Lawrence last season where 
he played in the second team, showing enough 
to be given a development contract during the 
winter. During the off season he benefitted from 
a masterclass from Australian Test legend 
Dennis Lillee during a pace bowling camp in 
Chennai. He believes that experience, com¬ 
bined with the help of new bowling coach Geoff 
Arnold, has helped in his progression. 

He said: “It was a lot to take in at Chennai 
and was good for fitness and Dennis Lillee 
helped a lot, he gave me a few ideas. 

“We have got Geoff Arnold with us now and 
it’s really good having him around. He helped 
me before the game ensuring everything was 
okay and even during the game he is down on 
the boundary giving help, so it’s been great hav¬ 
ing him around. Senior guys like Martin 
Saggers and Simon Cook have helped too.”
